' Attorney Jack Turner 
wrote a letter to city attor- 
ney Jim Murray on March 
11, asking that the appli- 
cation be withdrawn. In 
addition, the One Water 
Street property has been 
sold to developer Glen 
Catt (a related story is in 
this issue). 

The One Water Street 
site plan and the approval 
of it by the city commis- 
sions and the ZBA were 
found to be in violation of 
the zoning ordinance by a 
circuit court judge in a 
Jan. 16 decision. Judge 
Richard M. Pajtas’s deci- 
sion stated that there had 
been denial of due process 
and density violations in 
the site plan, among other 
findings.

“If you are two weeks 
late versus four months are 
we going to start at the ex- 
treme end if a guy hasn’t 
paid? If a guy hasn’t paid in 
eight months let’s put his 
picture out there, or will it 
be the first time you miss 


it,” Christensen comment- 


ed. “I’m sure he’fl (Lasat- 
er) use proper discretion on 
that and it’s just another 


way for them to do their 
job. ” 
Christensen also said he 


thinks the program came to 


light because of the current 
economic climate and lik- 
enéd a missed paymenit'to a 
household bill during tough 
times. 

“From my experience 
what I’ve seen is people 
have a tendency just like in 
houses, you pay certain 
bills and you think you can 
let other bills slide,” Chris- 
tensen said. “In this case 
here, people realize they 
have a relationship with the 
spouse or the ex-husband 
or wife and they figure I 
don’t have enough this 
month so I'll let it ride and 
make it up next month. 
Then they get behind and 
aren’t able to get caught 
back up.”

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IRS announces economic 
stimulus payment schedule

The Internal Revenue Service announced that it - 


will begin sending more than 130 million econom- 
ic stimulus payments starting May 2. The initial 
round of weekly payments will be completed by 
early July. 

The IRS also announced the availability of a 


| new online calculator on IRS.gov to help people 


determine the amount of their stimulus payments. 

Taxpayers who choose direct deposit on their 
federal income tax returns can expect to receive 
their economic stimulus payments between May 2 
and May 16 provided their returns were received 
and processed by April 15. For taxpayers who did 
not choose direct deposit on their tax return but 
whose returns were processed by April 15, the 
paper checks will be in the mail starting May 16, 
with the initial mailings completed around July 11. 

The IRS on-line calculator on IRS.gov is to help 
taxpayers determine if they are eligible to receive 
an economic stimulus payment and if they are, 
how much they can expect. Anyone who has pre- 
pared a 2007 income tax return can use the calcu- 
lator. It will ask taxpayers a series of questions, so 
they should have their 2007 tax returns handy. 


Fundraiser 


After answering the questions, the calculator will 
provide the projected dollar value of the payment. 

Stimulus payments will be sent out in the order 
of the last two digits of the Social Security number 
used on the tax return.

All or - part of an economic stimulus payment 
may be applied to back taxes or certain other debts 
of the taxpayer, such as delinquent child support 


and student loans. In. such cases, the IRS will send . 


a letter to the taxpayer explaining the offset. 

To accommodate people whose tax returns are 
processed after April 15, the IRS will continue 
sending weekly payments. People who file tax re- 
turns after April 15 and receive a refund.can expect 


_ to receive their economic stimulus payments in 


about two weeks after receiving their tax refunds, 
but not before the date they would have received 


their payment if the return had been processed by. 


April 15. 

In addition, the IRS urges taxpayers to file elec- 
tronically. For people who normally don’t need to 
file a tax return, the IRS and Free File Alliance

BOYNE CITY — 
When Joseph Dilger 
came to Boyne City for 
business years ago he in- 
stantly fell in love with 
the town. Dilger, 83, 
worked in the pharma- 
ceutical industry and 
started coming to Boyne 
for conventions with the 
State.

Life estate may not protect farm

Medicaid is a federal- 
state program, financed 
jointly, but administered 
by the states. It is, opera- 
tionally, not one pro- 
gram, but 50 programs. 
Where you live may de- 
termine your eligibility. 

Choose your state 
carefully. Some states 
are more generous than 
others. A Medicaid ben- 
eficiary who moves to 
another state does so at 
some peril. 

A senior legal helpline 
caller described such a 
case. “I have a problem 
and sure could use some 
advice,” she wrote. Her 
parents own 900 acres of 
farmland, plus 50 acres 
of farmland inherited by 
her mother. Her father 
contracted Alzheimer’s 
and when his condition 
worsened her parents 
moved to another state to 
live. with the caller’s 


sister. 

Two years ago her 
father was admitted to a 
nursing home, while her 
mother continued to live 
with her sister. Ten-years 
ago her parents con- 
veyed their farm land to 
their children, retaining a 
life estate as part of an 
estate plan designed to 
protect the family farm 
from creditors. “We do 
want to keep the farm in- 
tact and retain owner- 
ship,” she said. 

The problem is this: 
Her sister will be mov- 
ing to a coastal state. Her 
mother wishes to retum 
to her home state where 
the family farm is locat- 
ed and have her husband 
admitted to a nearby 
nursing home. “The 
problem,” she advised, 
“is that the home state 
will count the life estate 
as an asset and as such 
my father will not qual- 
ify for Medicaid until 
we, the beneficiaries of 
the life estate, buy out

his share and spend that 
on his care.” The other 
state did not count the 
life estate, determining 
that a non-saleable life 
estate has no market 
value. 

I advised the caller 
that a decade ago, when 
her parents created the 
life estate; most states 
did not count assets in a 
trust created more than 


60 months prior to ap- 


plying for Medicaid. 
Medicaid eligibility has 
tightened _ significantly 


since then. Congress’ 


mandated all ‘states to 
implement an estate re- 
covery program. 

Some states - like the 
one where her father is 
presently residing - only 
consider trust assets that 
pass through probate. 
Their home state, how- 
ever, uses established 
longevity tables to place 
a value on life estates. In 
this case, the tables and 
her parents’ life expect- 
ancy will determine the

One 
such patriot was born Feb. 22, 1732, in Popes Creek, Va., and 
began a career as a surveyor in March of 1748. On Nov. 16, 1752, 
he entered the Virginia Militia and became a major, in May of 
1775 he served as a Virginia delegate to. the Second Continental 
Congress and was elected Commander in Chief of the Continental 
Army. In Oct. 1781 he accepted the British surrender at York- 


towne ending the Revolutionary War, and on Dec. 23, 1783, re- 
tired to his Mount Vernon plantation. On Feb. 4, 1789, he was 
unanimously elected President of the United States and on Mar. 4, 
1793, was sworn in as President for a second term. Then on May 
4, 1797, he declined a third term and retired to Mount Vernon and 
on Dec. 14, 1799, died from a severe throat infection. First in war, 
first in peace and first in the hearts of his countrymen, George 
Washington, the father of our country, set standards to be emulat- 
ed by all seeking public office. In his farewell address, published 
on Sept. 19, 1796, George Washington warned all electéd offici- 
als, that were to follow him into public service, what would 
happen to our republic should they fail to govern within thé éon- 
straints of our Constitution. The intent of the founders can be 
found by reading The Federalist Papers and The Anti-Federalist 
Papers that are available in paper back and contain their recorded 
discussions while writing our Constitution: Information is knowl- 
edge, knowledge is light and ignorance is the absence of light. Do 
you live in the light or do you choose to exist in the dark? We have 
a republic, if we can keep it.

Perhaps our current dilemma about disposal of Bay Harbor’s toxic 
leachate should not be focused entirely on the new DEQ approved 
deep well permit in Alba. However shortsighted this injection well 
approval may be, it does provide an opportunity for Northern Mich- 
igan residents to. carefully review a much larger concern. Specifi- 
cally, we need to correct the planned dispersal of a known environ- 
mental toxin to a currently uncontaminated area. 

For the same reason our health experts encourage regular hand 
washing to prevent spreading human disease, we need to critically 
analyze the rationale for long term transportation of unhealthy mate- 
rials to a currently healthy site in Alba. The “out of sight; out of 
mind” mentality of deep well injection may provide some temporary

Jodie - a wildlife biolo- 


gist and artist - have been 
concerned with protect- 
ing the natural world for 
many years. Since the 
(970s, the couple have 
been actively imvolved 
with preserving open 
space in their own town- 
ship of Evangeline. Jodie 
was one of the founders 
of Boyne City’s Main 
‘Street Program which has 
helped revitalize and 
‘beautify the city, and she 
currently works as the 
Executive Director of the 


mane Society. 

Since purchasing their 
land in 1974, Bruce and 
Jodie have grown to 
deeply love it, exploring 
on a daily basis with 
their Corgies and Border 
Collie. ‘Truly, dog own- 
ership goes hand in hand 
with learning to love 
your land,” Bruce said. 
One day, Jodie was 
thrilled to discover 
upland sandpipers dur- 
ing their walk. “They 
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from Tierra del Fuego to 
get here and they are 
nesting in our field.” she 
said. 
So to this couple, it 
was natural to take per- 
manent steps that would 
ensure the land would al- 
ways remain undevel- 
oped. As a result, the 
Janssens have teamed up 
with Bruce’s dad, Ed, to 
donate conservation 
easements that will pro- 
tect a total of 55 adjacent 
acres. The land consists 


not the same as owner- 
ship of a car,” said Bruce, 
explaining his personal 
land ethic. “lL believe we 
should be shepherding 
the land to the next gener- 
ation...and the next gen- 
eration.” Jodie adds that 
she is comforted to know 
that the land will remain 
natural for both future 
human and animal gener- 
ations. 

“T think that we take a 
lot for granted with our 
land because we don’t 
take the time to become 
informed about it,” said 
Bruce. “When it comes 
down to it, most of us can 
have what we want with 
our own land while at the 
same time put things into 
place that will ensure it 
remains natural,” 

A pleasant surprise to 
the Janssens during the 
easement process was to 
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What is a conservation easement? 

A conservation. easement is a_ voluntary 
agreement that allows a landowner to limit the 
type or amount of development on their proper- 
ty while retaining private ownership of the land, 
The easement is signed by the landowner, who 
is the easement donor, and the Conservancy, 
who is the party receiving the easement. The 
Conservancy accepts the easement with under- 
standing that it. must enforce the terms of the 
easement in perpetuity. After the easement is 

- Signed, it is recorded with the County Register 
of Deeds and applies to all fature owners of the 
land. 

Another way to visualize a conservation 
easement is to think of owning land as holding a 
bundle of sticks. Each one of these sticks repre- 
sents the landowner’s right to do something 
with their property. The right to build a:house;:. 
to extract minerals, to lease the property, pass it 
on to heirs, allow hunting are all rights that the 
landowner has. A landowner may give up cer- 
tain development rights, or sticks from the bun- 
dle, associated with their property through a 
document called a conservation easement.’ 
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Bernard Stanley Kondrat 


The Veteran of the Month for March is Bernard 
Stanley Kondrat. Bom Jan. 29, 1922, in Boyne 
Valley Township, Kondrat left school in 1936, 
having completed the eighth grade, to work on the 
family farm following the Great Depression. 

On Oct. 12, 1942, he was inducted into the 
Army and was assigned to inactive status in the 
Enlisted Reserves Corps. On Oct. 26, 1942, Kon- 
drat entered into active service at Fort Custer, 
Mich. and was transferred to Camp Shelby, Miss. 
Following basic training and equipment operators 
school, he departed the United States on Feb. 10, 
1944, arriving in the Pacific Theater of Operations 
on Mar. 17, 1944. Kondrat was assigned to Batte- 
ry B of the 149th Field Artillery, 31st Dixie Divi- 
sion serving as a tractor driver and participated in 
battles and campaigns in New Guinea and the 
Southern Philippine Islands. On Dec. 2, 1945, he 
departed the Pacific Theater of Operations arriv- 
ing in the United States on Dec. 19, 1945, and on 
Jan. 1, 1946, at the Separation Center, Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ili., Kondrat received an honorable discharge 
having attained the rank of Corporal/Technician 
Fifth Class and was awarded the following dec- 
orations and citations: the Victory Medal, . the 
American Theater Medal, the Asiatic-Pacific 
Medal with two Bronze Battle Stars, the Philip- 
pine Liberation Medal with one Bronze Battle 
Star, the Good Conduct Medal, three Overseas 
Bars (each representing six months foreign serv- 
ice), and one Service Stripe. 

Returning to the Boyne area, Kondrat co-found- 
ed Boyne Falls Log Homes and on Nov. 16, 1946, 
he married Clara Belle Sevenski in Boyne. Falls 
where they made their home in the first log home 
he had built. In the summer of 1970 Kondrat relo- 
cated to the family homestead on Renkie Rd. 
where he built a new home and in May of 1972 he 
sold his interest in the log home business and re- 
tired. Following the death of his wife, on June 25, 
1996, Kondrat remained active in his church and 
community by helping those in need and on June 
1, 2002, he completed his formal education by re- 


ceiving his high school diploma. He enjoyed’ 


working in the woods, hunting, fishing, restoring 
and operating old tractors, steam engines and farm 
equipment, but his greatest joy in life was’ spend- 
ing quality time with his family. On May 18, 
2007, Kondrat answered the final call and is being 
honored by his children Christine, Bernard, Mark, 
Melissa and their families.
